Cachuma fire 
dying at last 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - A force of 
100 firefighters kept watch today on the 
dying embers of a blaze that charred 
2,000 acres near Lake Cachuma in the 
Los Padres National Forest. 
“In essence, the fire’s out,” a U.S. 
Forest Service spokesman said early to­ 
day. “Things look real good. 
“We contained it last night at 6 p.m. 
and we’re looking for control by 6 p.m. 
tonight. The men still on the line are in a 
mop-up situation.” 
It was the end — fire officials hoped — 
of more than a week of widespread 
blazes that began with the fire that 
devastated northeastern Santa Barbara 
last Tuesday night, destroying 234 
houses. 
Other large fires still blazed to the 
north, and state forestry officia ls 
counted 121 fires in the state all told, in­ 
cluding 16 in the south, some considered 
too small to divert any of the hard pres­ 
sed firefighting force. 


The Cachuma fire chewed through 
2,000 acres of brush in the Los Padres 
National Forest, doing an estimated 
$700,000 damage to the watershed of the 
lake, a principal source of water for 
Santa 
B arbara. It injured eight 
firefighters and officials estimated the 
cost of fighting the fire, which began in a 
camping area Sunday afternoon, at 
$250,000. 


It was described as “shaped kind of 
like an uneven slice of pie, with a piece 
taken out of it in the northwest corner” 
by U.S. Forest Service spokesman Dick 
Marlow. 


The smaller Indian Creek fire, about 15 
miles from the main fire, was reported 
fully contained at 50 acres and “almost 
fully controlled.” 
Meanwhile, a mop-up force of firemen 
“cold trailed” the 5,000-acre blaze that 
flamed into the outskirts of Corona last 
week, seeking any hidden hot spots. 
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Geothermal plant 
gets council nod

Lompoc City Council last night un­ 
animously ratified a member agreement 
to include Lompoc in the construction, 
operation and financing of a geothermal 
power plant. 
The project is a Northern California 
Power Agency scheme to build and 
operate a steam-powered electrical 
power plant to provide power for seven 
p articipating c itie s and a rural 
cooperative. Those on the line to benefit 
from the plant besides Lompoc are 
Roseville, Santa Clara, Alameda, Lodi, 
Ukiah, Healdsburg and the Plumas- 
Sierra Rural Electric Cooperative. 
To fuel the plant, NCPA last week 
finalized a lease with Shell Oil Co., for 
steam from geothermal wells in the 
Geysers steamfield near Sonoma The 
plant would be located nearby. 
The 119-megawatt power plant is 
projected to be completed in 1981 at an 
estimated cost of between $30 and $35 
million. Lompoc’s share of the project is 
about 3.28 per cent of $1.1 million. For 
this, the city will receive — based on 
1976-’77 usage figures — about 25 per 
cent of its electrical needs. 
Two methods of financing the plant are 
being considered. NCPA could attempt 
to borrow the m oney from » bank or 
bonds could be issued on behalf of NCPA 
to fund the project through the formation 
of a non-profit corporation. For a bank

The Lompoc City Council last night 
moved to clear the last obstacle facing a 
new Civic Center for the city. 
Council unanimously okayed City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wahlers’ proposed out­ 
line for funding of the city’s share of the 
$2.25 million project. In the same mo­ 
tion, council — minus absent Councilman 
Charles Ward — authorized the city ad­ 
ministrator to send a letter to the 
E c o n o m ic 
D e v e lo p m e n t 
A d ­ 
ministration’s Seattle office to certify 
the city could produce its portion — 
about $890,000 — of the structure’s cost. 
The outline submitted by Wahlers 
broke the city share into three divisions. 
Under his design, the largest chunk of 
$450,000 would come from the Utility 
Fund with $240,000 out of the Civic 
Center Fund and the final $200,000 to 
come from the General Fund. 
The Utility Fund contributions were 
further broken down to Electric Fund, 
$150,000; Wastewater Fund, $150,000; 
and Water and Refuse Funds, $75,000 
each. 
Wahlers said last night, that most of 
these contributions would be spread over 
two fiscal years. 'Hie low refuse fund in 
particular, he said, probably would not 
be tapped until the second year. 
Councilman E C. Stevens asked the 
city administrator if the large donations 
from city utility reserves could lead to 
future rate in crea ses, e sp ecia lly 
electricity. 
“We don’t anticipate any increases in 
w astew ater, w ater or refuse ...” 
Wahlers answered. “The electrical fund 
is a very volatile area ... if we get in­ 
creases in power costs (the city) has to 
purchase, then we would have to raise 
rates.” 
But, Wahlers flatly replied, “No,” 
when Stevens again asked him if the 
large electrical fund expenditure could 
trigger higher electricity rates. 
“You can’t run a viable electrical 
department that has to rely on its 
reserves,” Wahlers said. 
“It does represent a significant expen­ 
diture,” Wahlers admitted, “but it is a 
facility that could serve the city for the 
next 50 years ... it does have room for ex­ 
pansion.” Wahlers disclosed plans for 
structure total of 28,800 square feet. 
Stevens supported the proposal, warn­ 
ing “ if we don’t do it now it may cost 15 
or 20 per cent more next year.”

A thirty-year projection of the life of 
the power plant forecasts a $67 million 
combined savings to participants in the 
project, according to a report by City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wahlers. This, said the 
report, is expected to offset production 
and operation costs. 
NCPA E xecutive Director Norm 
Ingraham said the lease with Shell for 
steam runs, “as long as they are capable 
of producing steam.” This could be in­ 
definite since the first commercial 
steam well in Lardello, Italy has been 
producing since 1904. Wells were first 
drilled in the Geysers field in 1960. 
This is the second power plant project 
NCPA has finalized in the last year. 
NCPA has an agreement with a firm 
called RFL to provide steam power in 
the same area for a 66-megawatt plant. 
Based on the same 1976-77 demand, the 
RFL project would provide roughly nine 
per cent of the city’s electrical needs. 
However. RFL is still waiting for 
regulatory approval to begin drilling the 
first steam wells. Regardless, Ingraham 
said “theoretically,” he believes the 
RFL plant also could be completed in 
1981. 
Also before Lompoc could plug Into 
either NCPA power source, an agree­ 
ment with Pacific Gas & Electric must 
be reached for transmission of privately 
{ 
roduced power over PG&E lines, 
ngraham said “ in principle PG&E has 
agreed they will wheel the power,” but 
details of such a plan are still being 
worked out. 
In the only legislative item on the 
tranquil agenda. Council conducted the 
first reading and unanimously approved 
an ordinance to add to the City Code two 
provisions dealing with landscaping stan­ 
dards for city structures. 


“These are regular requirements of 
the code,” explained City Attorney Alan 
Davidson, “which I personally know 
have been in the code for four years. 
They are nothing new, they were just in­ 
advertently dropped.” 
Community Development Director 
Jack Lam said most of the requirements 
are repeated in the Architectural 
Review Handbook and probably will be 
dropped later. 
In unfinished business, council un­ 
animously approved — on Davidson’s 
recommendation — to release to the con­ 
tractors $300,000 rather than $399,000 in 
retainer fees for the final touches on the 
wastewater treatment plant. Davidson 
said there is still a small amount of work 
left to do, but indicated he expected 
everything to be done by August 18 The 
city still holds $408,000 in retainer fees. 
Council also gave their nod to an ap­ 
proxim ate $10,000 contract with 
“ Earthplan” of Santa Barbara for 
architectural design work for College 
Park 
Under new business, council approved 
a proposal which signaled the go ahead 
to begin placing planter boxes in front of 
businesses in the downtown area.

LUSD budget adoption 
would up tax rate 1 cent

The 1977-78 $18.4 million school budget 
scheduled for public commentary and 
board adoption tomorrow night includes 
a three cents reduction in the district 
general purpose tax rate. 
The general purpose tax has been 
reduced from last fiscal year’s $3.93 per 
$100 assessed valuation to $3.90. The 
reduction results from recent notifica­ 
tion by the county of increased local as­ 
sessed valuation. 
According to the county assessor, 
valuation increased nine per cent over 
last year. The 1976-’77 assessed valuation 
for the Lompoc Unified School District 
was $90,627,800. The 1977-78 valuation 
will be approximately $97,660,700, the 
district reports. 
The publication budget approved last 
month estimated district income based 
upon the county assessor’s estimate then 
that assessed valuation would increase 
only three per cent. 
"After re-calculating our income from 
state, county and local sources, our in­ 
come increased $28,470” because of the 


newly reported valuation increase, the 
district states. 
Instead of incorporating this additional 
income into the budget, the district has 
reduced the general tax rate by three 
cents. (Each penny in taxes produces 
about $8,300 in local revenue, Business 
Manager Joe Carlin has explained.) 
The total district tax rate — which in­ 
cludes levies for bond repayments, 
“community services” and “meals for 
needy children” — has been reduced 
from $4 94 in the budget approved July 18 
to $4 91. 
This total tax rate still exceeds last 


year’s total rate by one penny. Without 
the general purpose tax cut, the total tax 
rate would have been four cents higher 
than last year’s because of an increase 
from 33 cents to 37 cents in the State 
Building Fund Repayment tax. 
The maximum general purpose tax 
that the district could have charged for 
next year is $4.95 per $100 assessed 
valuation, $1.12 more than the district 
plans to levy. 
A public hearing on this budget — 
before the board of trustees adopts it — 
is scheduled for 4 p.m. tomorrow at dis­ 
trict headquarters, 1301 North A St.

House votes to broaden 
natura! gas definition

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
voted today to broaden substantially the 
amount of natural gas that would yield 
sharply higher prices, then immediately 
began debating whether it should be 
regulated at all. 
Natural gas deregulation is the most 
controversial aspect of President 
Carter's energy bill. 
The House adopted by voice vote a 
definition of “new gas” much broader 
than Carter had suggested should be 
eligible for a new ceiling price of $1 75 
per thousand cubic feet. The current

federal ceiling is about $1.45. 
The vote reflected a deal between 
liberals and some oil state conservatives 
who felt the vote on outright deregula­ 
tion would be so close that the broader 
definition was needed. 
Rep Charles Wilson, D-Tex., co-spon­ 
sor of the compromise, said that since it 
appears deregulation will lose and he 
wants at least a change in the definition 
of “new gas” so more would be eligible 
for a higher price. 
Carter originally proposed the $1.75 
price only for gas from wells drilled at 
least 2.5 miles from existing wells, or 
1,000 feet deeper in truly new reservoirs 
The compromise permits gas from wells 
within that “cylinder” get the new gas 
price, if a state agency certifies the 
wells are truly in new reservoirs. 
“This is no compromise. It is a great 
retreat,” said Rep. Clifford Allen, D- 
Tenn. “The lobbyists of the giant oil 
companies have done their work well.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter, declaring his concern over 
“watered down” portions, today signed 
strip mine legislation climaxing a seven- 
year struggle by environmentalists. 
Carter kissed Louise Dunlap, a young 
lobbyist for the environmentalists, then 
signed the biU with two pens in the White 
House Rose Garden as a light rain fell. 
“It is obvious from the group here this 
morning that the American people have 
an intense interest in preserving the 
quality of our lives and the beauty of the 
land that God gave us,” Carter said. 
Rep Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., long a 
fighter for strip mine legislation, said 
those “who don’t love the land don’t 
respect themselves.” 
West Virginia Gov. Jay Rockefeller, 
Sen Frank Church, D-Idaho, Sen. Mark 


Hatfield, R-Ore., and Rep. Paul Simon, 
D-Ill., were among a host of congres­ 
smen present. 
Carter said it was disappointing that 
the bill passed by the previous Congress 
previously was vetoed by Gerald Ford. 
“I’m not completely satisified with 
this legislation,” Carter said, and some 
of the audience of 250 applauded. 
“I would prefer to have a stricter strip 
mining bill. I’m concerned about some of 
the features that have been watered 
down.” 
He cited specifically the provision 
dealing with surface rights for proper­ 
ties in the West, and said he would con­ 
sult Sen. Dale Bumpers, D-Ark., and 
Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus — both 
former governors — about strengthening 
the legislation in the future. 
Hancock College trustees 
okay $11.8 million budget

Trustees of Hancock College, last 
night, approved the district’s 1977-78 
budget calling for the expenditure of 
$11,893 million, up about 3.9 per cent 
above last year, and up only slightly 
above the publication budget. 
The budget coupled with an approx­ 
imate increase of 22 per cent in assessed 
valuation will permit a one cent reduc­ 
tion in the tax rate, down from about 67 


cents per $100 of assessed value to about 
66 cents. 
In other action, the trustees learned 
that the county counsel has taken under 
advisement a lawsuit filed by three 
former members of the Oracle against 
the trustees and four other college of­ 
ficials. Defendants in the case have until 
Aug 15 to respond to the suit in Los 
Angeles 
Federal court. The plaintiffs 
charge censorship and abridgment of 
freedom of speech. 


BEIRUT, LEBANON (UPI) - 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance today of­ 
fered Lebanon up to $100 million in 
military assistance over a three-year 
period to help get its national army back 
on its feet following the country’s 
devastating civil war. 
Vance arrived in war-shattered Beirut 
hours after the capital suburbs were 
rocked by a series of four bomb blasts 
and a fifth explosive charge was defused 
just before it could blow up a key bridge. 
The explosions caused no casualties and 
it was not immediately known whether 
the bombings were connected with 
Vance’s visit. 
Vance flew to Lebanon from Egypt 
where he and Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat proposed that Middle East foreign 
ministers meet in the United States next 
month in what could be the first direct 
Arab-Israeli negotiations in 30 years. 
Vance and Sadat announced the plan 
Tuesday after failing to reach agreement 
on American proposals for a full-scale 
resumption of the Geneva peace con­ 
ference. 
U S officials said Vance’s 13-day Mid­ 
dle East tour would be devoted to winn­ 
ing the approval of other Middle East 
leaders for the meetings in the United 
States. 
In Tel Aviv, Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin promptly said he favors 
holding such a foreign ministers confer­ 
ence to prepare the ground for peace 
talks at Geneva. 
“The agreement of Egypt is very 
positive and I welcome it,” Begin told a 
reporter for Israel’s government radio 
station. 
Israeli government sources earlier 
said the proposal discussed by Vance and 
Sadat was essentially an Israeli idea. 
In Alexandria, however, Egyptian 
government officials said Egypt told 
Vance it would be ready to sign a peace 
treaty with Israel only if the Jewish state 
agrees to evacuate all occupied Arab 
lands and recognize the rights of the 
Palestinians, government officials said 
Wednesday. 
The officials said Vance was expected 
to return to Alexandria Aug. 11 at the end 
of his current Middle East tour, which 
includes Lebanon, Syria, Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia and Israel. 
In Beirut, U.S. officials said Vance, 
who met with Lebanese President Elias 
Sarki, was offering Lebanon $25 million 
in foreign minitary sales credit this year 
and up to $100 million over a three-year 
period. U.S. officials said the money will 
equip one mechanized infantry brigade 
in the first year, two brigades in the se­ 
cond year and another in the third. 
Welfare plan 
presentation 
set this week 


WASHINGTON (UPI)' - Despite 
criticism and warnings from two power­ 
ful lawmakers to take a second look, 
President Carter said today he will sub­ 
mit his welfare reform package to 
Congress this week. 
“I’m ready to start the long tough 
negotiations ... and public hearings,” 
Carter told Sen. Russell Long, D-La., at 
a White House meeting. “Before the end 
of this week we'll get something to you.” 
Both Senate Finance Com m ittee 
Chairman Long and Rep. A1 Ullman, who 
met with Carter Tuesday, expressed 
reservations about parts of the package 
— especially a proposal to base sup­ 
plemental welfare aid (Hi family size 
“I personally would like to see him 
(Carter) take a little more tim e” on the 
legislation, Long told reporters after the 
meeting. Ullman, chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, had also 
suggested Carter delay the proposal. 


But it is expected to go to Congress 
Friday, the same day lawmakers are 
scheduled to begin a summer vacation. 
Carter said he did not expect action this 
year on the package, which is bound to 
stir controversy. 


“We’re closer together. We made 
some headway,” Long said. But he made 
it clear he was not satisfied the Carter 
package includes enough of the element 
that “people must help themselves.” 


“I don’t like the concept that some 
people like mothers are not expected to 
work,” said Long “My opinion is that 
everybody ought to be able to do 
something useful.” 


“That is negotiable,” said Long when 
asked whether federal government 
supplements should be based on the size 
of the family. 


“Before the end of this week, we’ll get 
something to you,” Carter told Long. 
“We recognize it’s too complex to get ac­ 
tion this year.” 
Carter’s remarks to Long were 
overheard during a picture-taking ses­ 
sion in the Cabinet room. 


Fletcher aims again 
for LAFCO seat

meeting 
The board voted 3-1 on a mo­ 
tion by Supervisor David 
Yager, of Montecito, that it was 
the “ sense of the board” to 
have a regular commission 
member from the Santa Maria 
area. 
The motion added that 
the board was suggesting to 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund, of 
Lompoc, that he confer with 
Lompoc 
Mayor Charlotte 
Benton as to which of the two 
Fourth Supervisorial District 
regular members on LAFCO 
might be dropped in favor of a 
Santa Maria area appointee. 
Hedlund, who was on vaca­ 
tion and missed Tuesday’s 
meeting, is the Board of Super­ 
visors’ representative on 
LAFCO, along with Lompoc 
C ity Councilm an Eugene 
Stevens, who is one of two ap­ 
pointees of the five city mayors 
of the county. 
Voting for the motion were 
Fletcher and Supervisor Robert 
Kallman. Santa Barbara, along 
with Yager. 
Supervisor William Wallace, 
of Goleta. who sits on LAFCO 
with Hedlund as the super­ 
visors’ choices, voted against 
the motion. 
LAFCO, which meets August 
25 in regular session next in 
Santa Barbara, is slated to 
name an alternate public 
member to succeed Carol Nash, 
of Vandenberg Village, who has 
resigned. 
The m ayors’ committee, 
called the City Selection Com­ 
mittee. had voted Thursday in 
Solvang to back a Fifth District 
person to replace Nash. 
But for Fletcher and others 
clamoring for at least one 
regular membership on LAFCO 
from the Fifth District, this 
was not enough 
Now the Fifth District might 


wind up not only with a new 
alternate membership, but also 
a regular member, if Hedlund 
gives way. 
Hedlund had 
nominated Dorothy Brand, of 
Solvang, to succeed Nash. 
Should Hedlund and Mayor 
Benton — Lom poc’s first 
woman mayor — decide not to 
follow the county supervisors’ 
suggestion and hold out to keep 
two Lom poc persons on 
LAFCO. Fletcher has intimated 
he will still not give up. 
There was the feeling that 
Fletcher would in that case call 
the county board to ask 
on 
LAFCO to name a Santa Marian 
as public member of the board 
to replace Tim Terry, of 
Montecito, current LAFCO 
chairman. 
Since establishm ent of 
LAFCO, there have been only 
two public members named — 
both from Montecito (First 
District). 
The previous chairman and 
public member, R. Lockwood 
Tower, presided over LAFCO 
sessions for years before he 
resigned 
Yager was asked about the 
seemingly extra strong LAFCO 
membership — both as to 
regular members and alter­ 
nates — from his First Super­ 
visorial District. 
He was reminded that not 
only Santa Barbara Mayor 
David Shiffman and Terry — 
regular LAFCO members — 
live in the First District, but 
also that both himself (Yager) 
and Carpinteria Councilman 
Ernest Wullbrandt are alter­ 
nates and also live in the First 
District 
Yager explained that Shif­ 
tman, although a resident of 
Montecito like Terry and 
himself, actually represents the 
city of Santa Barbara rather 
than the district. 
In the current LAFCO lineup 
— until Nash’s resignation is 
accepted — it is possible for 
both the First and Fourth 
District’s members on LAFCO 
to constitute quorums by 
themselves without other 
members being present. 
The request to Hedlund and 
Mayor Benton to consider rid­ 
ding the Fourth District of one 
of its two LAFCO regulars 
comes at a time when LAFCO 
is preparing to move ahead to 
set up a sphere of influence for 
the city of Lompoc

County ranchers, homeowners 
told of fire prevention methods

Prevention is the best protec­ 
tion against fire on your 
property, two of the County’s 
Farm Adviser specialists said 
today and each listed some im­ 
portant fire prevention methods 
w hich can 
be used by 
homeowners and orchard 
keepers 
They also gave advice on 
restoring grass, shrubs and tree 
coverage of ground which 
might have been burned in 
order to prevent the erosion of 
topsoil 
George E 
Goodall. 
Farm Adviser-Specialist on 
Avocados and Citrus Crops, and 
Jack L Bivins. Farm Adviser- 
Specialist on Ornamentals and 
Turf, urged all residents to 
follow a simple fire prevention 
checklist to protect their 
property and offered instruc­ 
tions for homemade fire retar­ 
dant sprays which will, in the 
rainy season, convert to fer­ 
tilizer mixtures and nurture the 
plants, shrubs, trees and grass 
they have protected through the 
high fire-risk months 
The spray can also be used to 
protect wood shingle roofs, 
wooden wall material, and out­ 
buildings 
It can be used in 
orchards to spray grass and 
brush, but it should NOT be 
used directly on avocado and 
citrus trees themselves, the ad­ 
visers said. The spray will act 
as a fire retardant on all dry 
material. One spraying per 
season should be adequate, they 
said. 
This is the simple fire preven- 
tion c h e c k lis t the two 
specialists offered homeowners 
and orchard keepers 
1. Clean up your property. 
Prune off all low-hanging 
limbs; remove all dead limbs 
from trees and shrubbery and 
take them to the approved 
dumping areas in the county. 
Remove all grass cuttings, 
leaves, and other debris and cut 
a ll natural grass on the 
property as this serves as a 
prime kindling source for brush 


fires. 
2 Water down all compost 
heaps regularly 
Remember, 
they are themselves prime 
risks for instantaneous combus­ 
tion. A dry compost heap is a 
potential firebomb 
3 Create green borders — 
wet buffer zones, in effect — 
around houses and other 
property. A well-mowed, and 
well-watered rye grass border, 
or a well-sprinklered shrub­ 
bery. can help prevent fire 
spreading from any adjacent 
areas that might pose fire risks 
to the property. 
4 Consider the use of Diam­ 
monium Phosphate, a proven 
retardant against grass, brush, 
and structural fires and which 
is not harmful to live plants. In 
dry grass areas, the mixture to 
be sprayed should comprise 2.4 
(two decimal four) pounds per 
gallon of water. (240 pounds per 
100 gallons), plus one half pint 
of a liquid detergent of the type 
housewives use to wash dishes. 
One hundred gallons of this 
mixture should provide an 
adequate fire retardant treat­ 
ment for one acre of grassy 
material 
For brush, the mixture is 
strengthened to 3.2 (three 
decimal two) pounds per gallon 
of water, with one half pint of 
liquid detergent for each 100 
gallons. The mixture should be 
sprayed at the ratio of 400 
gallons per acre. Both mixtures 
can be sprayed onto shingle 
roofs, wood walls, etc., to give 
a fire retardant coating that 
should last all summer long. It

For this 
reason, some homeowners may 
consider the effect unsightly 
and prefer to wait until there is 
a definite threat of fire before 
using 
When washed by the 
rain, or a water spray, the mix­ 
ture becomes a fertilizer which 
will nourish plants, grass, and 
greenery. 
Homeowners and orchard 


keepers whose property has 
been burned, and who now need 
ground cover to prevent soil 
erosion, should consider 
planting rye grass, Bivins said. 
He said the great advantage 
rye grass afforded was that it 
gave a good growth in a very 
short time Planted in the ratio 
of one pound per 1.000 square 
feet, it could be expected to ger­ 
minate, with proper irrigation, 
within five to seven days. It 
would most lik e ly have 
developed an extensive root 
system within four weeks and. 
by the time the rainy season 
begins later in the year should 
have taken a strong enough hold 
to resist being washed away. 
The best planting time for rye 
grass would be at the end of 
September and in early Oc­ 
tober 
This should give the 
grass adequate time to become 
established before the rains 
start and soil erosion begins. 
Where no irrigation is possi­ 
ble, the rye grass should be 
planted one week before the 
rains begin 
Other ground cover, like 
shrubs and trees, can be 
planted now, Bivins said They 
will NOT be well established by 
the start of the rainy season, 
however, and should not be 
counted on to prevent soil ero­ 
sion.

Assembly sets death penalty 
showdown vote for August 11 


THE BETTER HALF.

SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - As­ 
semblyman Bruce Young has 
announced he w ill vote to 
override Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr .’s veto of legislation 
to restore the death penalty in 
California and backers of the 
bill have scheduled a showdown 
vote Aug 11. 


Young, a Democrat from 
Cerritos who voted in favor of 
the bill when the Assembly 
originally passed it, will pro­ 
vide a key vote. An updated 
U P I survey shows supporters of 
capital punishment only one 
vote short of the 54 needed to 
provide the required two-thirds 
margin. 
The freshman lawmaker had 
been undecided on whether to 


reject Brown’s veto, but Tues­ 
day said he was swayed by con­ 
versations with constituents 
during the summer recess. 
“ On the basis of this ex­ 
perience, I have concluded that 
a vote to override the death 
penalty veto truly represents 
the overwhelming majority of 
those who have elected me to 
the Assembly,” he said. 
The Senate in June voted 27- 
13 — also an exact two-thirds 
vote — to override the veto. 
Assemblyman Curtis Tucker, 
D-Los Angeles, voted in favor 
of capital punishment but now 
says he will vote to sustain 
Brown’s veto and force support­ 
ers to take the issue to the 
voters in the form of a ballot in­ 
itiative. 
Firemen concentrate on 
bigger California fires

Northern California firefight­ 
ers, beleaguered by hundreds of 
lightning-strike blazes, today 
concentrated their energies on 
the biggest fire, leaving the 
smaller ones unattended. 
Some 600 men were trying to 
establish a line around a 4.550- 
acre brushfire on the slopes of 
Mt Diablo 30 miles from San 
Francisco 
Another 500 fire­ 
fighters were struggling with a 
7.000-acre inferno in rugged 
terrain near Big Sur south of 
San Francisco 
Still another blaze near Big 
Sur, unattended after two days 
because of the ruggedness of 
the terrain, had burned over 
1,800 acres by daybreak. 
Northern California officials 
said crews were being flown in 
from as far away as Louisiana 
and inmates from southern 


Mine explosion 
in Mozambique 
buries 1 50 


DAR ES SALAAM. Tanzania 
(U P I) — An explosion buried 
some 150 miners in northwest­ 
ern Mozambique, triggering 
riots in which nine foreigners 
died, the Mozambique govern­ 
ment disclosed today. 
The Mozambican Council of 
Ministers, in a statement, said 
the explosion occurred in the 
coal mining complex of Moati- 
ze, near the town of Tete Tues­ 
day 
An explosion in the same min­ 
ing complex last September 
killed 100 miners. 
“ About 150 miners on the 
a fte rn o o n 
s h ift were hurled, 
with little hope of their being 
rescued,” the statement said. 
“ Following this tragic ac­ 
cident. there were grave inci­ 
dents and disorders, in which 
nine foreign citizens of various 
nationalities lost their lives.” it 
said The foreigners were not 
identified 
Unconfirmed reports, howe­ 
ver, said the foreign victims 
were Portuguese and Belgian 
experts working at the mine 
The death toll from Tuesday s 
explosion was the highest on 
record from a mine accident in 
Mozambique 
The statement said provincial 
officials in Tete restored order 
by the end of the afternoon. The 
national government sent a 
delegation to investigate the in­ 
cident and “ ascertain respon­ 
sibility of any type at any 
level.” 


California prisons had been 
called in to help fight the Mt. 
Diablo blaze. 
Crews hoped to contain the 
Mt. Diablo fire by late today 
but no such prediction was 
made for the Big Sur conflagra­ 
tions. 
The fires were sparked Mon­ 
day by electrical storms which 
passed over the northern part of 
the state and continued through 
Tuesday evening. 
Officials said 109 fires were 
confirmed in Shasta County 
alone, 50 more in Mendocino 
County, 24 in Lassen County, 22 
in the Humboldt area and 12 in 
Butte County along with dozens 
more along the central Sierra. 
Fire bosses hoped the smaller 
lightning strikes would burn 
themselves out or be doused by 
rain showers 
None of the fire s was 
reported threatening structures 
although officials warned errat­ 
ic winds or changed conditions 
could change that quickly. 
A number of ranch homes 
near the Mt. Diablo fire were 
evacuated as a precautionary 
measure. 
Most of the blazes were burn­ 
ing in areas of brush or grass 
with some scattered oaks but 
officials said the real danger 
was to wildlife and watershed 
in California, suffering through 
the worst drought in a century. 
The outbreak of blazes in 
northern California came as an 
army of 1.000 firefighters con­ 
tained a 2,000 acre man-caused 
blaze in the Los Pad res 
National Forest in Southern 
California. 
And far to the north, gras- 
sfires seared over one milllion 
acres in the Alaska wilds.

“ We had 54 votes the first 
tim e and w e’ll have that 
again,” he added.

Million acres 
ablaze cause 
Alaska problems 


FA IRBA N K S. Alaska (U P I) 
— More than a million acres of 
land burned out of control a few 
feet above Alaskan permafrost 
today, churning up black smoke 
that blanketed the tundra and 
threatened residents w ith 
respiratory problems. 


“ There’s a great deal of 
smoke in the in te rio r of 
Alaska," said Kerry Cartier, 
fire information officer for the 
Bureau of Land Management in 
Fairbanks. A weather inversion 
kept the smoke from some 55 
raging fires near the ground, he 
said, making it “ pretty bad 
because firefighters can’t see.” 


“ W e’re having problems even 
getting rations and supplies out 
to many of our men in the field, 
added B ill Moody of the BLM . 


“ At present there is smoke in 
the Eskimo village of Shung- 
nak,” reported fire boss Kick 
Malchow. Firefighters and vil­ 
lagers “ can’t see very well,” 
but they can breathe without 
any major problems, he said. 


Light, variable winds appar­ 
ently had slowed the advance of 
the Shungnak fire to a standstill 
— but the firemen “ won’t know 
for sure until the smoke 
clears,” he said. 


About 800 people in at least 
eight towns were threatened by 
lightning-sparked fires. If the 
smoke becomes worse, authori­ 
ties said, many older people 
may have to be evacuated 
because of respiratory difficul­ 
ties. 


The smoke also choked off air 
drop supplies to weary workers 
and slowed the battle against 
the fires, burning in tundra 
moss and lichen and timber. 
The exact acreage was un­ 
known because of the smoke 
conditions 
No aerial inspec­ 
tions have been made for three 
or four days because of the 
dense smoke.

'Laughing gas', oxygen 
mixup kills 5 patients 


NORRISTOWN, Pa., (U P I) 
— The president of the board of 
directors at Suburban General 
Hospital, where a mixup in 
lines fed “ laughing gas” rather 
than oxygen to patients in a new 
emergency room, killing at 
least five of them, said the case 
poses many legal issues, but 
that “ human aspects” concern 
him more now. 
A team of state H ealth 
Department officials is investi­ 
gating the incident. 
Hospital officials disclosed 
Monday that emergency room 
patients received nitrous oxide 
— an anesthetic commonly 
known as “ laughing gas” — in­ 
stead of oxygen because feeder 
lines were mixed up. The error, 
made when the new emergency 
room opened last December, 
was not discovered until Ju ly 6. 
William Walkup, board presi­ 
dent said categorically that no 
more than five persons could 
have died as a result of the mis­ 
take, which he blamed on a con­ 
struction error. 
“ I don’t imagine the figure 
going any higher than five,” 
Walkup said “ I ’m not expect­ 
ing any surprises.” 
However 35 emergency room 
deaths occurred during the 
seven-month period, and W il­ 


liam K Myrtetus, who directs 
the state’s Catastrophic Loss 
Fund, said he attributed all 
those deaths to the crossed 
lines. 
“ We haven’t determined the 
cause of death in all the cases 
yet, but people are going to 
proceed (file suit) against the 
hospital, that’s for sure,” he 
said 


Walkup acknowledged the 
legal aspects of the case. But he 
said “ they will have to wait 
Right now, we re concerned 
with the human aspects of the 
whole situation ” 
Hospital officials said 300 of 
the 9.000 persons brought into 
the new emergency room since 
it opened last Dec. 15 had been 
scheduled to receive oxygen 
during that period 


The mixup was discovered by 
Dr 
Leonard Becker, chief 
anesthesiologist, when he not­ 
iced a patient who was sup­ 
posed to be receiving oxygen, 
turning blue 
Becker put the 
mask to his face and discovered 
the gas was nitrous oxide. 
The hospital 
immediately 
shut off the gases coming from 
pipes and tubes extending from 
two tanks outside the building 
and switched to portable units 


Manhattan bomb blasts 
fatal to one, hurt two 


NEW YO RK (U P I) - Bombs 
exploded at two Manhattan of­ 
fice buildings today — one hous­ 
ing offices of the Department of 
Defense and the other Mobil Oil 
Co. At least one person was 
killed and two injured in the ex­ 
plosion at Mobil Oil. 
There were threats against 
four other office buildings and 
police ordered them evacuated 
and searched for bombs. 
Police said ABC-TV news 
received a telephone call from 
an unidentified male who said 
he was from the FA LN and 
claimed responsibility for the 
bombings. 
The FA LN is a Puerto Rican 
terrorist group, which has 
claimed responsibility for se­ 
veral bombings in New York 
City in the last several years in­ 
cluding one at Fraunces Tavern 
in which four persons were 
killed and 53 injured Jan 24, 
1975. 
At least one of the two 
persons injured in the Mobil 
blast was in serious condition, a 
spokesman for Bellvue Hospital 
said.

NEW YORK (U P I) - Three 
hundred police officers are 
hunting for “ Son of Sam” in one 
of the largest dragnets in New 
York City’s history, but the 
department admits the next 
move is up to the gunman who 
has slain six persons and 
wounded seven others. 
“ The ball is in his court.” 
said Frank McLoughlin, deputy 
police commissioner for public 
information. “ He decides what 
to do.”

Brooklyn left 20-year-old Stacy 
Moskowitz dead and her date, 
Robert Violante, 20. nearly 
blind 
Violante’s father, Pasquale, 
however, revealed his son told 
him the couple went to the park 
where they were shot earlier in 
the evening and that while there 
they were stalked by a man. 
According to Violante, his son 
“ paid no more attention to 
him,” and the couple left to go 


to a movie. 
A description of the man 
given to police by the younger 
Violante reportedly matched 
previous eyewitness accounts 
of the killer. 
Police, meanwhile, renewed 
appeals to the public for helpful 
information Reward offers so 
far total $25,000 for information 
leading to the killer’s arrest. 
The deputy commissioner 
said police have so far checked 
about 1,500 of the 5,000 leads 
that have come in from as far 
away as Japan The F B I and 
police across the country are 
also helping out in the manhunt. 
There was one change in the 
police department’s attitude in 
the aftermath of the latest kill­ 
ing, how ever.

Uranium, plutonium not 
accounted for, say feds 


SA C RA M EN TO 
( U P I) - 
Federal officials have disclosed 
that quantities of enriched 
uranium and plutonium which 
they do no consider signifi­ 
cant are “ unaccounted for” 
nationwide 
The officials told reporters 
Tuesday night there was “ no 
evidence" the materials, which 
can be used to make nuclear 
weapons, were stolen or mis­ 
sing They said the materials 
were “ unaccounted for in a 
bookkeeping sense ” 
The officials of the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission and 
the Energy Research and 
Development Administration 
made the disclosures after they 
briefed Gov Edmund G Brown 
J r 
on the m aterials unac­ 
counted for in California. 
Brown told reporters Con­ 
gress should conduct an in­ 
dependent investigation of the 
matter. 
The officials said their agen­ 
cies will issue reports on Thurs­ 
day detailing the situation, in­ 
cluding the amounts of enriched 
uranium and plutonium unac­ 
counted for They said gover­ 
nors in other states having 
facilities affected by the 
reports also are being given 
briefings. 


Richard Du Val, assistant 
manager for programs for the 
Energy Research Development 
Administration’s San Francisco 
operations office, said “ less 
than one per cent” of all such 
materials produced in the na­ 
tion since 1947 were “ unac­ 
counted for." 
He said the figure represent­ 
ed the difference between “ the 
material on hand and the book 
inventory” at government re- 


search and development facili­ 
ties. 
“ We don’t feel this is a 
significant 
quantity 
nation­ 
wide," Du Val said. 
“ We are highly confident no 
significant amounts of these 
materials have been stolen or 
lost.” 


Du Val said the reasons for 
the accounting discrepancies 
involve 
inaccurate 
measure­ 
ment of the m aterials plus 
amounts of the materials in 
pipes, screens and ducts at 
various facilities where they 
can’t be accounted for 
Brown indicated he did not 
question the officials' state­ 
ments that the materials were 
not of significant quantity. 


But he said, “ Given the 
seriousness of the matter, 
Congress should make an in­ 
dependent evaluation — a more 
careful look This matter is too 
important to be left to the ex­ 
perts ’’

Mendelsohn vindicated by 
state commission investigation 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
Fair Political Practices Com­ 
mission says it has found no 
evidence to support charges of 
campaign violations by former 
San Fran cisco Supervisor 
Robert Mendelsohn but will file 
a lawsuit against officials of his 
1974 controller campaign 
The watchdog state commis­ 
sion Tuesday said it has 
authorized the filing of the suit 
against the Mendelsohn Con­ 
troller Committee for alleged 
“ serious violations" of cam­ 
paign contribution laws in his 
unsuccessful bid for the Demo­ 
cratic controller nomination. 
Mendelsohn has been nomi­ 
nated by President Carter as 
assistant secretary of the 
Interior 
The commission said it found 
no evidence to contradict 
Mendelsohn’s testimony that he 
was unaware of the questiona­ 
ble transactions. 
The commission announced 


its findings in a letter to Sen. 
Henry Jackson, chairman of the 
Energy and Natural Resources 
Committee, which has delayed 
confirmation of Mendelsohn’s 
nomination until the state 
decided whether the San Fran­ 
cisco supervisor was suspected 
of any wrongdoing 
“ By this letter, the commis­ 
sion does not intend to ‘clear’ or 
accuse' Mendelsohn, or to sup­ 
port or oppose his confirma­ 
tion,’’ the agency said “ We are 
simply stating our best judg­ 
ment of the facts.’’ 
During its two-month investi­ 
gation, the commission said, 
the “ most important aspect . 
centered on a $1,500 contribu­ 
tion and a $15,000 loan reported 
by the Mendelsohn Controller 
Committee in 1974 as having 
been made by Louise Drob The 
$15,000 loan was reported as 
having been forgiven by Drob in 
1977. 
“ Although we believe viola- 
f\ pillili 
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tions occurred in connection 
with these transactions. Men­ 
delsohn has, under oath, denied 
any knowledge of these viola­ 
tions. 
“ We have not discovered 
evidence to support a conclu­ 
sion that Mendelsohn knew the 
true source of the money was 
anyone other than Drob. Accor­ 
dingly, we intend to initiate no 
action against him ” 
Coal power 
sought for 
water pumps 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - The 
state wants to build a coal- 
powered electric generating 
plant to power Water Project 
pumps, and a just-completed 
study says the idea “ is 
technically and politically 
possible ” 
Gerald H 
M eral. deputy 
director of the state Depart­ 
ment of Water Resources, said 
Monday that the UCLA study 
has encouraged the water 
agency to further investigate 
the concept of a coal plant. 
“ It is our conclusion that, 
with a few reservations, it is in­ 
deed technically and politically 
possible to build a 1,000- 
megawatt coal-fired plant in 
Southern C alifo rnia ’’ the 
$80,000 study said 
One 
m a jo r 
p ro b le m , 
however, is air pollution It has 
been assumed that the state's 
air pollution control laws would 
make it virtually impossible to 
burn coal to generate elec­ 
tricity. 
And another obstacle is 
finding the water supply needed 
to operate the plant. 
The five sites examined by 
the research team were all in 
desert areas in a region 
bounded by Barstow on the west 
and Needles and Blythe on the 
east. 
The study warned that such a 
project would probably be sub­ 
ject to lengthy delays because 
of legal challenges from en- 
viromental groups 
Several out-of-state locations 
were also proposed The major 
locations were Emery County, 
Utah; White Plain. County. 
Nev.; and Parker Valley, Ariz 


Vegetable supplies may 
be high instead of low 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Early fears that 1977 would turn 
out to be a disastrous year for vegetable supplies have 
vanished in the wake of improved weather conditions this 
spring, an Agriculture Department report indicates. 
The year had begun on an ominous note with a Florida 
freeze which produced a sharp, though temporary, drop in 
supplies of winter-season fresh vegetables 
In addition, 
continuing drought in California spread fear that production 
of summer-season vegetables also would be off drastically. 
Now, however, the Agriculture Department says that in 
spite of a drop in items like summer-season tomatoes from 
California, overall fresh vegetable supplies this summer 
may be about 3 per cent bigger than last year. 
Plantings of cabbage, carrots, corn, onions and peppers 
have exceeded last year’s levels. This development has been 
enough to more than offset declines in acreage in tomatoes 
and celery Plantings of snap beans and lettuce were about 
the same as a year ago. 
For consumers, the developments have meant a far 
brighter picture than seemed likely only a few months ago 
Fresh vegetable prices had soared early in the year But 
prices fell during the spring quarter as supplies increased 
from a wide variety of growing areas. Experts said the index 
of fresh vegetable prices for the summer months now is 
expected to hold “moderately’’ below spring and near last 
summer’s average 
For tomatoes, acreage for the summer fresh market 
harvest currently is estimated at 47.360 acres, down 5 per 
cent from a year ago and production may be off by 6 per 
cent. 
California summer plantings were cut back by 2.200 acres 
from 1976 level because of water shortages. But part of that 
major drop was offset by increases of 300 acres in New 
Jersey, 500 acres in New York and 600 acres in Tennessee 
And even with total potential production off by 6 per cent, 
analysts said supplies this summer are expected to be ample 
for normal consumer needs. 
Agriculture Department specialists also noted in a report 
that growers have stepped up production plans for 
vegetables which are being produced this year for canning 
and freezing 
Earlier in the year, farmers and processors had indicated 
plans for a 1 per cent reduction from 1976

The same jury that returned 
the first-degree murder verdict 
also found that Stephens was 
sane at the time of the killing

Dry weather brought hoot owl 
restrictions to Oregon’s logging 
areas and a ban on water skiing 
in central Indiana, while storms 
brought power outages and 
wind damage to parts of the 
Midwest and Plains states. 


Hoot owl restrictions confine 
togging operations to the period 
between 1 a.m. and 8 a.m., the 
Oregon Forestry Department 
explained. The restriction, in 
effect today, also restricts use 
of certain togging equipment. 


The high temperatures and 
lack of wind led to air pollution 
alerts in southwestern Oregon, 
where Medford reached a high 
of 104 and The Dalles hit 102 
Tuesday. 


Lack of rainfall led to a ban 
on water skiing in the two 
largest man-made lakes in 
central Indiana. The Indianapo­ 
lis Water Co. said Tuesday tree 
stumps and other obstacles 
usually submerged in the Geist 
and Morse reservoirs now pre­ 
sent dangers to skiers. 


Dry weather would have been 
appreciated in northern Illinois 
and southern Wisconsin. Rain 
caused power outages at more 
than 6.000 homes and busi­ 
nesses in the Chicago area 
Tuesday night and caused a one 
hour and 15-minute delay in a 
White Sox game. 


Rain also delayed play for 51 
minutes in a doubleheader 
hosted by the M ilwaukee 
Brewers. 


Thunderstorms brought wind

Marine defends 
mishap-prone planes 


C H E R R Y P O IN T , N C. 
(U P I) — The Marines have lost 
one of every five of their AV8A 
H a rrie rs but Capt. Je r r y 
Lawlor says the plane “ is not a 
death machine or I would not be 
flying it.” 
Nine pilots have been killed in 
the vertical takeoff and landing 
(VTOL) craft since the Marines 
bought the first batch from 
Great Britain in 1971. Six of the 
$3.4 million planes flying out of 
Cherry Point Air Station here 
have crashed since Feb. 11. 
But Marine officers at Cherry 
Point, where the plane’s pilots 
are trained, say they have 
found nothing wrong with the 
design of the attack plane and 
they will continue using it. 
“ I ’m sold on the aircraft,” 
Lawlor told newsmen, after go­ 
ing through maneuvers in a 
Harrier Tuesday. “ To fly con­ 
ventional aircraft, for me, 
would be a tremendous let­ 
down.” He said VTOL planes 
are the aircraft of the future. 
Maj. Gen Richard E. Carey, 
commanding general of the 2nd 
Marine Aircraft Wing, said 
none of the Harrier pilots, all 
volunteers, has asked to be 
transferred. The Marines, who 
have 92 Harriers now, have 
ordered 350 more of them from 
an American firm, he said 
Lt. Glenn Merchant, 24, a 
trainee, said “ After a crash you 
feel sorry for the guy. You 
wonder what happened, and you 
say it’ll never happen to you.” 
Carey said it he could not 
reveal how many of the Harrier 
accidents were caused by 
mechanical 
failure and how 
many by pilot error. But 
Lawlor, who has flown the 


plane for 2‘z years, said in­ 
vestigations 
indicated 
“ very 
few of the Harrier accidents 
have been mechanical.” 
Marine statistics comparing 
the early years of the F8 jet 
with the Harrier show the F8 
had a rate of 5 97 accidents per 
10,000 flight hours, while the 
Harrier has had an accident 
rate of 3.59 per 10.000 flight 
hours.

United Airlines has asked Civil 
Aeronautics Board approval of 
a $99 one-way fare between 
Chicago and Los Angeles, with 
a further $10 discount for pas­

United said Tuesday the ser­ 
vice would begin Sept. 8 and 
cover two round trips daily if 
the CAB approves. No advance 
booking or minimum stay 
would be required 
The $99 fare would be ap­ 
plicable to coach seats only on 
DClOs and 747s. with first class 
fare remaining the same 
United said it will ask the CAB 
this week to approve “ super 
economy” $89 meal-less fare 
for the same flights 
The United request matches a 
fare recently granted TWA 
between the two cities, but 
TWA will eliminate all its first 
class service on the flights and 
will use reconfigured Boeing 
707s with narrower seats.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Mayor George Moscone Tues­ 
day night termed defeat of a 
ballot proposition to force him 
into an early election a “ victory 
against obstructionism.” 
A second measure to return 
the city to at-large election of 
supervisors was also soundly 
defeated. 
The m easure challenging 
Moscone, Proposition B, was 
rejected by a 112,123 to 62,185 
margin while the other issue, 
Proposition A. went down by 
97.242 to 72.014 Over 53 per cent 
of the city’s 336,000 registered 
voters turned out for the Tues­ 
day special election. 
“ It’s not my victory, it’s a 
v icto ry 
a g a in st o b stru c ­ 
tionism ,” said Moscone. “ I 
think that’s good. The city 
wants to move ahead, I’m hap­ 
py about that.” 
A new system of electing 
supervisors by district — ap­ 
proved by 52 per cent of the 
vo ters la st N ovem ber as 
Proposition T — is scheduled to 
take effect in this fall’s elec­ 
tions 
Proposition A would have 
returned the city to its previous 
at-large system of electing 
supervisors 


Proposition B. a more com­ 
p lic a te d 
r e p r e s e n ta tio n 
scheme, would have provided 
that one supervisor be elected 
from each of 11 districts, but 
voting on all seats would be 
citywide. 
A m ajority vote, 
rather than just a plurality, 
would be required to elect. 
Prop. B also would have cut 
in half the present term s of 
Moscone, 
District 
Attorney 
Joseph Freitas and Sheriff 
Richard Hongisto, who could 
continue in office only by winn- 
in g 
a 
new 
e le c t io n 
in 
N ovem ber. It also would 
require m ajority votes for 
those officers, who now can be 
elected by a plurality. 
Prop. B ’s principal backer 
was Supervisor John B a r­ 
ba gelata, who lost to Moscone 
in the last race for mayor. 
Moscone’s backers, who op­ 
posed P ro p . B, sa id the 
measure was a scheme by Bar- 
bagelata to force a new election 
so he could run a g a in st 
Moscone this fall. 
At the conclusion of the vote 
counting Tuesday, Barba gelata 
was bitter and said “ I spent 
seven years serving this city. I 
never told an untruth Aparent- 
ly the people didn’t believe me 


“ This city is under machine 
control. It’s sad that the people 
don’t know it,” 
Barbagelata reaffirmed his 
re-election vow that he would 
resign before the end of the 
year if Prop. B lest. 
D istrict Attorney Joseph 
Frietas, who opposed Prop B, 
said the ballot result is “ an in­ 
dication the voters believe in 
fair play and they want their 
elected officials to go back to 
work It’s a repudiation of an 
irresponsible attempt by one 
supervisor (Barbegelata) to

Freitas said the defeat of 
Proposion A “ proves people 
knew what they were doing 
(when they approved district 
elections last November).

bers of the team and the body of 
one of its leaders, George 
Bogel, from flying to Islamabad 
Tuesday. 
Bogel, 33, a research engi­ 
neer for Westinghouse Electric 
Corp . and Robert Broughton, 
42, a professor of environmen­ 
tal law at Duquesne University 
in Pittsburgh, died on the moun­ 
tain July 31. Pakistani officials

Officials said once Bogel’s 
b o d y is b ro u g h t b a ck to 
Islamabad, it will be decided 


whether the remains should be 
buried in Pakistan or shipped 
back to the United States. 
Broughton’s body still could not 
be found, officials said 
Officials said the helicopter 
flew to the base camp of the 14- 
member team to pick up the 
men but poor weather delayed 
the flight at Havelian. 50 miles 
northwest of Islamabad 
Details of the accident were 
not disclosed but mountaineer­ 
ing e x p e rts theorized the 
A m ericans were killed by 
avalanches triggered by the 
rain and snow of an unseasona­ 
bly early monsoon last week 
The survivors requested an 
army truck to be sent to tran­ 
sport the team ’s equipment 
back to Islam abad. Earlier

EPA refuses immediate ban of 
herbicides, vows later study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency has declined a request 
to immediately ban three her­ 
bicides because of alleged 
cancer dangers, but promises 
to challenge the safety of 
hundreds of poisons this fall. 
Reps Andy Maguire, D-N.J , 
and Henry Waxman, D-Calif., 
plus seven 
Arizona 
farm 
workers, petitioned the EPA 
five months ago to immediately 
halt sales of Treflan EC, 


Tysben 200 and Benzac 
The three contain nitrosa- 
mines which are known to 
cause cancer, they said 
But the EPA said an im­ 
mediate halt would necessitate 
a two-year suspension hearing, 
and it said it didn’t believe that 
during those two years, the 
risks of the chemicals would 
outweigh their benefits. 
Treflan is widely used to kill 
weeds and grass in soybean and 
cotton fields 
The other two 


chemicals are used around fac­ 
tories and on industrial rights- 
of-way, such as the area s 
beneath cross-country power 
lines and along railroad tracks. 


The EPA said it believes the 
chances one in 5 million that 
any of the 470,000 people who 
apply Treflan would get cancer, 


and for the 38.000 farm workers 
exposed to the same compound 
the risk is about one in 14 
million. 
Researchers urge space funding 


PALO ALTO, Calif. (UPI) - 
Some 50 scientists studying the 
problems of building space 
colonies will petition President 
Carter for stepped up financial 
support of their pet projects. 
The scientists, headed by 
Princeton 
physicist Gerard 
O’Neill, assert that the colonies 
could be used as a base for the 
manufacture 
of ocean-liner 
sized satellites which would 
some day circle the globe, 
providing a new source of 
energy for mankind 
“ The scientists felt so strong­ 
ly a sense of urgency that there 
should be an escalation to at 
least some modest level like 
one or two million dollars dur­ 
ing the next year,” said O’Neill 
Tuesday, “ that they all got 
together and wrote up a joint 
statement which they signed 
and addressed to the executive 
branch of government.” 
The scientists from univer­ 


sities, government and private 
industries have been grappling 
with problems of building space 
colonies to act as manned 
centers for gigantic solar power 
stations 
They form the largest study 
group ever to tackle problems 
of space colonization 
In the 
past six weeks, they have 
developed engineering models 
for machines which will mine 
the moon and launch the mined 
materials into space 
These 


materials then would be proc­ 
essed on the space colonies into 
metals, glass, silicon and ox­ 
ygen and then use these ele­ 
ments to construct satellite 
power stations which eventual­ 
ly would send clean energy to 
earth 


It would cost $60 billion to put 
the first satellite into orbit, but 
O’Neill’s calculations show that 
the project could begin showing 
a profit within six years.

An $814,766 general fund 
budget for the 1977-78 year was 
adopted Monday night by 
trustees of the Solvang Elemen­ 
tary School District.

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Space Shuttle design 
future for airliners?

Home brushfire protection 


Legal to work and 
earn Social Security 


HOUSTON (U P I) - Space 
agency engineers predict a key 
practical payoff of the space 
shuttle rocket plane now un­ 
dergoing flight testing in a 
California desert will be its con­ 
tribution to the design of com­ 
mercial airliners. 
“ It’s going to allow a tremen­ 
dous increase in efficiency of 
a irp la n e d e s ig n ,” 
said 
Christopher Kraft, director of 
the Johnson Space Center. “ The 
techniques that we are develop­ 
ing now are going to be directly 
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applicable to the next genera­ 
tion of commercial vehicles in 
this country.” 
This will happen, he said in an 
interview, with the use of com­ 
puterized flight control systems 
based on the one that will 
translate the desires of space 
shuttle pilots into precise move­ 
ments of its aerodynamic con­ 
trol surfaces. 
In most airplanes today, 
there is a direct mechanical or 
hydraulic link between the pilot 
and controls 
In the winged 
space shuttle, this is replaced 
by a “ fly bv wire” control 
system 
The shuttle has four main 
flight control computers plus 
200 electronic “ black boxes” . 
The computers receive com­ 
mands from the pilots and their 
navigation systems, perform 
the necessary computations 
and transmit the proper orders 
to the black boxes which in turn 
position shuttle control sur­ 
faces such as the elevator, flap 
and elevons, which combine the 
functions of elevators and 
ailerons in ordinary airplanes. 
This is something like the 


human body works. The eyes 
and ears sense what is going on 
and signal the brain to react. 
The brain then transmits the 
proper instructions to the rest 
of the body such as legs, arms, 
hands and fingers. 
The shuttle pilots can have 
the flight control system fly the 
ship automatically if they want. 
Or they can fly in what is called 
the control stick mode. This is 
expected to be the normal way 
of operating the shuttle. 'Hie 
pilots use a pistol-grip control 
stick to signal the computers 
how they want the craft to fly. 
They also have the option of 
controlling the ship themselves 
with control surfaces respond­ 
ing only to their use of the stick 
and rudder pedals 
Kraft said use of the com­ 
puterized digital flight control 
system with its built-in redun­ 
dancy w ill be extrem ely 
reliable and will allow air­ 
planes to have smaller stability 
surfaces 
“ Flying this vehicle into and 
out of orbit is going to 
revolutionize 
a v ia tio n ,” 
predicted astronaut chief John 
Young 


Owners of homes in brush areas 
throughout California face the same condi­ 
tions that caused the disastrous Santa Bar­ 
bara fire and they should move now to 
protect their homes from a similiar fate. 
“ Everywhere the state is parched from 
the drought; the natural underbrush has 
crowded up to these homes; and all it would 
take to touch it off is one spark,” says David 
Glass, assistant vice president of Fireman’s 
Fund Insurance Companies. “ Owners of 
these homes should take steps of their own 
to protect their property.” 
Here are his recommendations: 
— All combustibles should be cleared 100 
feet from homes. “ The absolute minimum 
is 30 feet, but that only gives firefighters 
room to maneuver,” Glass says. 
He 
suggests neighbors work together to clear 
underbrush to their property lines and even 
beyond. “ People can make effective 
firebreaks this way,” Glass says. 
— Keep hoses connected in the yard. This 
is to extinguish fire-brands and cinders that 
can be carried two to three miles, only to 
land and start another fire. Glass advices, 
“ Since people in a brushfire area are likely 
to lose water pressure, when fire does begin 
to apprach they should fill a garbage can­ 
sized container with water. 
Burlap cloth 
soaked in the water can be used to snuff out 
cinders, when the water pressure’s gone.” 
— Devise a family evacuation plan and 


practice it. 
This includes establishing a 
place of refuge; a parking lot or similar 
area where family members can meet in 
case of such an emergency to take stock 
“ During the fire season, the family auto 
should be kept ready for use, with more 
than a few gallons of gasoline in it at all 
times,” Glass says. “ It would also be ad­ 
visable to load the trunk with blankets and 
emergency water.” 
— For the duration of the fire season, 
keep valuables and important documents in 
a safe deposit box. If the items are kept in 
the home, they should be kept where they 
can be caught up quickly in case it becomes 
necessary to flee the home. 
— Particularly in areas served by 
narrow, winding roads, strive to keep 
roadways clear to allow firefighting equip­ 
ment free access. 
— Be able to communicate with neighbors 
and fire departmens, to spread the word if 
you spot smoke in the area. First alert the 
fire department, then advise neighbors, 
working from a list of telephone numbers 
kept on hand for emergencies. 
Most especially. Glass says, review in­ 
surance policies to make certain policy 
limits reflect today’s costs of building 
repair or replacement, and prepare an in­ 
ventory of items in the home. 
The inven­ 
tory will help the insurance company ex­ 
pedite adjusting the loss, if there is one .” 


People under 72 can work and

general average wages ” 
For earnings over $3,000 in 
1977, social security benefits 
will be reduced by $1 for every 
$2 earned. "But no matter how 
much people earn for the 
year,” Vincent Rodriguez said, 
“ they can get their full social 
security benefit for any month 


in which they neither earn over 
$250 nor do substantial work in 
their own business.” 
Different rules apply to dis­ 
abled people who are getting 
social 
security disability 
benefits. “ And people 72 and 
over will continue to get their 
full social security benefits 
regardless of earnings,” Vin 
cent Rodriguez noted. 
The social security tax rate 
remains the same in 1977 — 5 85 
per cent of covered wages paid 
by employes and employers, 7.9 
per cent of covered self- 
employed income. 
The earnings and contribu 
tions base — the amount on 
which social security contribu 
tions are made — will be the 
first $16,500 of covered earnings 
for the year.

PSA banking on no-frills approach 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - Wil­ 
liam Shimp vows there will 
never be a hot meal served 
aboard his airline 
The no-frills approach, and 
the skills of what Shimp calls 
very dedicated and efficient 
employes, has charted a flight 
plan of success for Pacific 
Southwest Airways, once a fly­ 
ing school and today one of the 
nation’s biggest commuter air­ 
lines 
Shimp. president and chief 
executive officer of the compa­ 
ny where he started as a flight 
instructor in 1946. reports PSA 
carried 6 5 million passengers 
last year — nearly as many as 
Pan American — making it the 
12th largest carrier in the 
United States The airline ranks 
second in the number of pas­ 
sengers flown out of Los 
Angeles International Airport, 
and third in the number of 
departures 
As a one-state airline PSA 
became a symbol of conveni­ 
ence for California business­ 
men 
But now the company 
wants to expand beyond the 12 
California cities it serves, with 
an eye to Nevada where Shimp 
says improved air service will 
help the economies of Las 


Vegas and Reno. 
PSA became the maverick of 
the airline industry in Cali­ 
fornia by cutting fares far 
below those of major carriers, 
and now it want to the same 
thing as it expands, pledging to 
reduce fares by 42 per cent to 
Nevada cities If PSA had been 
serving Nevada last year, says 
Shimp. passengers could have 
saved $22 million 
PSA fares on the 350-mile 
flight between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco are $25 50; by 
comparison it costs $38 to fly 
the 226-miles between New 
York and Washington, 
The airline routinely irks its 
competition 
Executive vice 
president Paul C Barkley says 
other airlines overcharge. 
Before a senate subcommittee 
he termed the $76 scheduled 
fare between Southern Cali­ 
fornia and Las Vegas “ a rip-off 
on the public.” 
Shimp says PSA can fly to the 
Nevada cities for about 10 cents 
a mile, compared with 16 cents 
charged by other lines. 
He said if his line wins the 
Nevada routes the competition 
will have to cut fares, too 
“ There’s no choice for them. 
They'll either have to match the 
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fares or not stay in the 
market.” 
The airline is able to offer 
low-cost service, he says, 
because it gets high productivi­ 
ty from its aircraft fleet and its 
employes. 
One of the reasons for the ef­ 
ficiency, he said, is manage­ 
ment’s close control of things 
Shimp’s office is on the ex­ 
ecutive floor of a large building 
at Lindbergh Field which also 
houses 
the 
a i r l i n e ’s 
maintenance shops and other 
facilities 
“ The closer the airline 
president's office is to the shops 
and hangars, the more efficient 
and profitable is the airline.” 
Barkley says 
Doing away with meals helps, 
too “ We use the galley space 
for seats, instead of wasting it 
on food.” Shimp said 
As a 
result PSA can get 159 seats on 
a B727-200. while Western, one 
of its mam competitors, seats 
125 on the same plane 
Says Shimp, “ We offer no 
meals with filet mignon, no 
movies, not even peanuts. But 
we do offer low fares, comfor­ 
table seats, simple and frequent 
service, 
re lia b le on-time 
schedules 
and people like it ” 


After Reno, where PSA ex­ 
pects to fly nearly 302,000 pas­ 
sengers the first year, and Las 
Vegas, where the estimate is 
1.3 million, the airline has other 
horizons to conquer 
Phoenix, 
Denver. Portland and Seattle 
are possibilities 


Shimp figures any busy 
market within a two-hour flying 
range is prime territory for 
PSA. meaning destinations to 
which PSA can fly at fares well 
below present rates 
Beyond 
the two-hour flight range. 
Shimp thinks the public may not 
accept the absence of hot-food 
service 


PSA has been lobbying in the 
Senate to operate outside 
California and to be permitted 
to sell tickets to connecting air­ 
lines 
Presently, passengers 
wishing to take PSA in Califor­ 
nia to connect with an out-of- 
state flight have to purchase 
separate tickets.

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Dangerous element levels 
found in ducks and geese 


W A SH IN G T O N (U P I) - 
Scientists working on a geother­ 
mal energy project have dis­ 
covered that the bodies of ducks 
and geese shot in California’s 
Imperial Valley contain startl­ 
ing levels of such elements as 
lead, arsenic, selenium and 
cadmium. 
In some cases, says biologist 
John Koranda of the Lawrence 
Livermore Laboratory, lead 
concentrations have been so 
high that by all accepted stan­ 
dards the birds should have 
been dead before hunters 
brought them down. 
Although the discovery poses 
a scientific mystery. Koranda 
said in a telephone interview, at 
present there appears to be lit­ 
tle danger to those who eat the 
birds 


“ If you eat one, two, three or 
even 10 ducks per year, it 
probably wouldn’t have much 
significance,” he said. “ If your 
diet contained significant 
amounts of these animals, you 
might start to worry.” 
The big questions now, 
Koranda said, are where the 
contamination came from and 
how the birds manage to stay 
alive with apparently lethal 
concentrations of contaminants 
in their kidneys, their livers and 
sometimes their brains. 
It may take a cooperative 
Canadian-U.S effort to find out, 
he said 
“The answer doesn’t come 
just from Imperial Valley,” 
Koranda said. “ It comes from 
the elements one finds in the 
whole general region inhabited

The sunny Imperial Valley is 
one of the nation’s largest 
geothermal areas. ERD A plans 
to tap the hot brine flowing 
deep beneath the valley for use 
as an energy source. 
But the valley also is the 
winter home of some 100,000 
waterfow l including Snow 
Geese, Canada Geese, Pintail 
Ducks, Ruddy Ducks, Green­ 
winged Teal and Shovelers. 
Trace element contamination 
from the brines, which contain 
salts and dissolved minerals, is 
a possible adverse effect of 
geothermal development. 
Koranda and colleagues from 
more than 30 public and private 
agencies and universities have 
spent two years examining 
trace elements present in the 
valley’s soil, water and water­ 
fowl before extensive geother­ 
mal 
developm ent. 
T h eir 
findings will be compared with 
similar samples taken after 
development 
To check the waterfowl, the 
scientists agreed to clean the 
hunters’ catch — a messy job — 
in return for the livers, kidneys 
and other organs taken from 
the birds They cleaned about 
600 birds. 
Koranda said frozen, highly 
compressed samples taken 
from some birds showed lead 
concentrations 100 times or 
more higher than the level that 
would cause fatal lead poison­ 
ing and cadmium levels 10 
times the lethal level. 
He said possible sources of 
the contamination include old 
lead shot eaten by the water­ 
fowl. pesticides and fertilizers 
used in agriculture, pollution 
from auto exhausts and 
minerals normally present in 
the western soil. 


“But we can’t understand 
how a bird can fly through the 
air with so much lead in his 
body." Koranda said. “ Some of 
them must have been dying as 
they flew.”

First album embarrasses 
award-winning musician 


H O LL Y W O O D ( U P I ) - 
Producer, composer, promoter, 
arranger, vocalist — Bruce 
Johnston has done it all. But the 
versatile musician is just a lit­ 
tle bit embarrassed about com­ 
ing out with his own album. 
“ I ’m not really a solo per­ 
form er,” said the award- 
winning songwriter, who ad­ 
mitted he had to be “ pushed” to 
record his first album. “ Going 
Public.” 
“ I don’t think I want to go on 
tour 
I had not planned to 
record solo. I was planning on 
working on writing, producing, 
arranging and maybe singing a 
little background vocals. 
“Right now, I’ll just see what 
happens to the album I ’ve been 
away from performing for so 
long. I ’m very insecure about 
that. And frankly,” he added, 
‘“I haven’t had any offers to

Johnston’s push into the 
limelight began when he won a 
“ song of the year” Grammy for 
writing Barry Manilow’s hit 
single. “ I Write the Songs.” It 
was one of those overnight sen­ 
sations that comes after years 
of hard work 
“ I wrote the song in 1973 and 
submitted it to the Japanese 
Song Festival Then the Captain 
and Tennille heard it and 
recorded it and eventually 
Barry 
“Then, to my surprise. I was 
accepting the Gram m y” — 
nearly four years later. 
“ I was lucky that Barry 
recorded it.” the modest musi­ 
cian said. “ He made the song 
better than I had written it He 
brought the song home for me.” 
Johnston. 34. is no stranger to 
musical success. In 1965 he 
joined the Beach Boys, replac­ 
ing Glen Campbell. 


HOLLYWOOD (U P I) - Ken­ 
ny Loggins has good karma 
when it comes to getting hooked 
up with the right people. 
Like the karma that propelled 
him to his first songwriting job

Another WHA franchise, Indianapolis, probably will fold 
The stiffest NHL requirement would appear to be money and the NHL reportedly is 
askng S3 million per franchise 
Another possible obstacle is the players' rights, which the current NHL clubs want 
to nail down 
An NHL committee has been looking at this problem, which concerns W?HA players 
whose rights are owned by NHL teams, WHA players who were drafted by but never 
played in the NHL and established form er NHL players who defected to the WHA 
At least three NHL owners have been quoted as saying they will block any type of 
merger between the two groups.

Advertising materialism 


According to a recent report 
out of Washington, the ex­ 
ecutive director of the Federal 
Trade Commission feels her 
department may be able to 
make a case against advertis- 
in g 
w h ic h 
e n c o u r a g e s 
materialism. 
Apparently what Margery 
Waxman Smith is concerned 
about is that advertising in­ 
duces consumers to buy things 
they otherwise would not, or 
that they simply don’t need. 
Advertising, by its nature, 
fulfills a multitude of func­ 
tions in our society. Its value 
as a source of information for 
instance, cannot logically be 
questioned. 
Institutions, 
in­ 
cluding the federal govern­ 
ment use advertising exten­ 
sively to promote various 
programs. Corporations use 
advertising to sell things from 
cars to calculators, bread to 
breakfast foods. And politi­ 
cians get elected, some feel 
too easily, on the basis of 
advertising. 
And in any situation where 
so much money is to be made, 
and lost, it is inevitable the 
Madison Avenue types will 
employ whatever tactics are 
necessary to accomplish the 
goal of selling their product. 
Thus, the use of psychologists, 
demographers and the like 
who can pinpoint the buying 
habits of entire segments of 
our population for a customer 
and therefore specifically 


direct his message to those 
who will benefit him most. 
And notice we did not say 
those who will benefit most 
from his message, which, we 
suppose, is the crux of Ms. 
Smith’s problems with adver­ 
tising. 
So sophisticated are the 
advertising methods being 
used today on a largely un­ 
suspecting public that to an ex­ 
tent we can agree with Smith’s 
concern. 
To be sure we are all urged 
daily to buy items we don't 
really need. And a large 
number of us do just that. 
One of advertising's ac­ 
cepted goals is to create a 
need where there wasn’t one 
before, and then be the 
medium through which a 
product is promoted to fill the 
need. The ownership of three 
television sets in a four person 
family can be justified, some 
think, on the basis of con­ 
venience to all concerned. 
After all, the kids need one in 
their room, we need one in the 
family room, and of course, 
one in the master bedroom. An 
electric can-opener is ever so 
much handier than a hand 
operated unit. And a swimm­ 
ing pool is great in the sum­ 
mer months, while a self­ 
cleaning oven sure saves on 
elbow grease. But who of us 
really needs any of them? And 
if 
t h e y w e r e n ’t b e in g 
purchased, what would the 


ramifications be on the 
economics of the society? 
Smith’s secondary concern, 
as expressed in the report, 
was whether or not children 
are a “ proper target for 
advertising,” and that we feel 
is a much more valid question 
and area for her investigation. 
Children’s programing we 
have seen, when correlated 
with sales techniques in 
markets and general merchan­ 
dise stores, can be truly 
responsible for buying trends 
which encompass a multitude 
of products we don’t need and 
which, in fact, could harm us. 
Advertising is as valid as the 
product or service it is 
promoting. In recent years a 
raft of truth in advertising 
legislation has come out of 
both federal and state govern­ 
ments, the stated goal of 
which is to minimize the pos­ 
sibility of our being sold a bill 
of goods by some producer or 
another. If the laws already 
with us are enforced as they 
should be, then the need for 
the FTC to get itself involved 
in advertising is negligible. 
And if the laws aren’t working, 
then perhaps Ms. Smith should 
reorient her thinking in that 
direction and away from a 
fear that advertisment en­ 
courages materialism. That’s 
the whole point. And to keep 
newspapers in business, of 
course.

WASHINGTON — The FBI has quietly 
entered the investigation of another 
presidential assassination — this one the 
112-year-old shooting of Abraham Lin­ 
coln while he watched a performance at 
Ford’s Theater in Washington. 
In many respecs, the 1865 murder of 
Lincoln remains even more controver­ 
sial than the 1963 kill­ 
ing of President John 
F 
Kennedy. 
Murky 
questions hang over 
both tragedies. 
The belated FBI in­ 
quiry into Lincoln's 
death may help to 
r e s o lv e 
su ch 
mysteries as these: 
Was Lincoln the vic­ 
tim of a secret con­ 
spiracy reaching into 
his own cabinet? Was 
Frederick Douglass, 
the Martin Luther King Jr., of the Lin­ 
coln era, also marked for murder? Did 
the assassin. John Wilkes Booth, actually 
escape and leave another man’s body in 
his place? 
New light on these questions is con­ 
tained on some 18 pages that mysterious­ 
ly disappeared from Booth’s diary but 
may now have turned up. 
The diary 
reportedly was delivered intact to Lin­ 
coln’s arrogant Secretary of War. Edwin 
M. Stanton, who has been linked by 
rumors to the assassination plot. 
When the diary was later introduced 
into the Andrew Johnson impeachment 
hearings, it was missing some pages that 
had been neatly excised 
Now an in­ 
defatigable Americana expert, Joseph 
Lynch of Worthington, Mass., has found 
what appears to be the missing pages. 
He made the discovery while apprais­ 
ing some historical artifacts belonging to 
Stanton’s heirs. The pages were locked 
in a box in the attic. The heirs had never 
opened the box; in fact, they had no key. 
The pages give a fascinating account. 


presumably written by Booth, of his in­ 
trigues with Lincoln intimates shortly 
before the assassination. 
Some of the 
most prominent politicians of the period, 
including Stanton, are implicated. 
Referring to a plot perhaps unrelated 
to the murder. Booth allegedly writes 
that he may be working for the Secretary 
of War himself. At another point, he 
declares: “I swear that I shall lay the 
body of this tyrant dead upon the altar of 
M ars’’ 
Apparently. Lincoln is the 
“tyrant.“ and “Mars,” the god of war, 
could have been a code name for Stanton. 
For years, the Booth diary, shorn of its 
mysterious pages, has been on display at 
Ford's Theater museum. 
But the 
Interior Department, which runs the 
museum, has now turned over the diary 
to the FBI. Its handwriting experts, with 
their ultraviolet scanners, microscopes 
ami other detection devices, are trying to 
determine whether the diary itself is 
genuine 
They have made two important, ten­ 
tative discoveries The diary contains no 
writing in invisible ink. as some people 
have suspected for more than a century 
The text also hasn’t been altered, as 
others have thought. But the question, 
whether the diary is entirely in Booth’s 
handwriting, remains to be settled. 
The FBI's findings may establish 
whether the 18 newly discovered pages 
are authentic. Lynch gained con­ 
siderable credibility by insisting that the 
missing pages were lined. Most experts 
had thought the diary was unlined 
But 
the museum’s curator. Michael Harman, 
has now inspected the diary more scien­ 
tifically and has confirmed that its 
pages, like those of Lynch’s discovery, 
are dimly lined 
Along with the missing diary pages, 
Lynch also found hundreds of other in­ 
triguing items in the possession of the 
Stanton heirs One is a letter to a news- 
spaper. in which Booth reportedly out­ 
lined why he killed Lincoln 


A film company. Sunn Classic, has also 
been investigating the Lincoln assassina­ 
tion for a feature movie called “The Lin­ 
coln C o n sp ir a cy .” 
One of its 
researchers, Lawrence Mooney of Alex­ 
andria, Va., has turned up some missing 
Booth letters and other data. Mooney 
believes he has evidence that Booth es­ 
caped and that another man’s body was 
put in his place 
Another researcher. Prof. Ray Neff of 
Indiana State University, has also 
produced material which he believes 
shows Booth escaped at Garrett’s farm 
where most experts believed he had been 
killed by pursuing troops. 
Still another ingredient has been in­ 
jected into the mystery by Lynch. He has 
discovered what looks like the name of 
Frederick Douglass, a black leader, in 
the Booth diary. 
This raises the pos­ 
sibility that Booth may have intended to 
kill Douglass, too. 
Meanwhile, Curator Harman, a top 
government expert on the assassination, 
is taking an historian’s cautious view 
about the renewed controversy “It’s the 
original can of worms,’’ he said. “The 
government didn’t conduct a thorough in­ 
vestigation at the time. 
I don’t know 
whether we’ll ever get all the answers.’’

No citizen complaints 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - President

veiled his proposed 
Ethics in Government Act on May 3. But 
legislation with far more specific, 
stringent and comprehensive provisions 
was introduced in the Senate more than 
three months earlier, on Feb. 1. 
The Senate bill, the Public Officials 
Integrity Act, became the focus of atten­ 
tion when the Senate Governmental Af­ 
fairs Com m ittee began “ markup” 
meetings to perfect the legislation, one 
week after Carter’s announcement. 
Both the White House and Senate bills 
called for the establishment, within the 
Civil Service Commission, of a new Of­ 
fice of Government Ethics, to ad­ 
minister and monitor the tough new 
govemmentwide ethical standards 
But the Senate bill also included 
sp ecific language estab lish in g a 
procedure under which a citizen com­ 


plaint, required to be sworn and in 
writing, would be referred to the agency 
for which the accused individual worked. 
A preliminary inquiry would be dis­ 
creetly conducted, with the results 
reported back to the Office of Govern­ 
ment Ethics 
That initial inquiry would 
serve to either screen out frivolous and 
unwarranted complaints or lead to a 
fullscale investigation. 
Despite those built-in safeguards, 
Robert J Lipshutz, Counsel to the Presi­ 
dent, wrote on May 11 to Sen Abraham 
A. Ribicoff, D-Conn., chairman of the 
Senate committee, with a strong objec­ 
tion to the citizen complaint procedure: 
“The draft procedure could be a 
serious burden for the Director (of the 
Office of Government Ethics) as well as 
an instrument for harassment by per­ 
sonal adversaries and busybodies.” 
The following day, May 12, Lipshutz 
again wrote Ribicoff, specially calling 
for elimination of the citizen complaint 
procedure on the grounds that “the Of­ 
fice of Government Ethics could easily 
be swamped with allegations of conflicts 
of interest having little basis in fact and 
which become a vehicle for the harass­ 
ment of one individual by another.” 
According to Ribicoff’s staff, the com­ 
mittee planned to retain the citizen com­ 
plaint provision but it was inadvertently 
eliminated in the haste of preparing the 
bill for the full Senate, where it was ap­ 
proved — without the provision — just 
before the July 4 recess 
Common Cause, which intends to fight 
for restoration of the provision when the 
bill is considered in the House, has noted 
that both the House and the Federal 
Election Com mission have used a 
similar procedure for several years 


without overburdening their staffs or en­ 
couraging unwarranted complaints. 
But perhaps the best argument for 
restoring the citizen c ompl ai nt 
procedure was articulated in a Dec 12, 
1974 speech at the National Press Club 
here. 
“For too long political leaders have 
been isolated from the people. 
They 
have made decisions from an ivory 
tower,” said the speaker that day. “Now 
it is time for this chasm between the peo­ 
ple and government to be bridged and for 
American citizens to join in shaping our 
nation’s future.’’ 
He added: “The root of the problem is 
not so much that our people have lost 
confidence in government, but that 
government has demonstrated time and 
again its lack of confidence in the 
people." 
That stirring rhetoric on behalf of 
citizen participation came from a then- 
obscure politician named Jimmy Carter. 
The occasion was his declaration of can­ 
didacy for the presidency.
